EXTRAORDINART. 
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Proclamation. 


IEREAS it appears from the Re- 
ports of Residence required by 
the Orders of Government under date the 
224 Dec. 1814, that many British-born 
Subjects not duly authorized by the Con- 
stituted Authorities in England, have re- 
sorted within the Jurisdiction of this Go- 
vernment,‚—T he Honorable the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council is pleased to direat, 
that an Extract from the Provisions of the 
liegislature, relating to such persons, be 
published for general information. 

The Honorable the Lieutenant Gover- 
por in Council is further pleased to direct, 
that with the exception of the Members of 
the former Government, and persons ac- 
tually belonging to the Military Depart- 
ment, all Europeans, and descendants of 

Suropeans, residing under this Govern- 

ment, be required on or before the Ist of 
July next, to obtain specific permission 
for that purpose, to be certified under the 
signature of the Secretary to Government. 
. The Licenses will be drawn out agreà- 
biy to the Forms No. 1, 2, 3, 4, annexed, 
and will be issued by the Secretary to Go- 
vernment, on the permission being granted 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

Persons desirous of residine in other 
parts of the Island, excepting Batavia and 
15 Environs, are required to make a second 
applicatian for that purpose. The Li- 
censes will, in the first instance, be invari- 
ably granted for Batavia and its Environs 
ònly, but on further permission to reside 
elsewhere being granted, they will be du- 
ly endorsed aceordingiy by the Secretary 
to Government. 

A coxrect Mlegistry of. Lhese- Licenses 
will be kept in the Secretary’s - Office, 
from which an Extract will be farnished 
to the Local Authorities with the least delay 
practicable, in order that tlie provisions of 
the Legislature may be duly carried into 
effect, as far as regards British-born Sub- 
jects unauthorized to reside in the East 
Indies, and that all persons whatever, fail- 
ing to comply with the orders of Govern- 
ment as contained in this Proclamation, 
may be appreheuded and sent forthwith to 
Batavia. 

The Residents of Districts are not per- 
mitted to grant Licenses; but, in order to 
prevent incanveniencetothe Su pra-cargoes, 
Officers, and Crews of Vessels #ading at 
the several ports of the Island, who are 
known to he about to proceed to other 
quarters in commercial pursuits; persons 
who may now be at the different ports in 
these capacitics, or may hercafter arrive 
in such, are not incladed under the ope- 
ration of this Proclamation, 


The Magistrates at Batavia, and the 
Residents of Districts respectively, are re- 
quired strictly to enforce the existing Or- 
ders of Government, regarding the resi- 
dence of Eurapcaus, and to apprehend all 
such, not herein excepted, who may be 
found to reside under the Jurisdiction of 
this Government, for a period exceeding 
two months, without obtaining a License 
under the required signature of the Secre- 
tary to Government, 


_ And that no person may plead ignor- 
ance hereof, this Proclemation is directed 
to be pablished in the English and Dutch 
languages in the Government Gazette, 
and to be affixed at the usual places.

XXXIII. And whereas it is the Duty of 
this Country to promote the Interest and 
Ilappiness of the Native Inhabitants of the 
British Dominions in Indta ; and such Mea- 
sures ought to. be adopted as may tend to 
the Introduction among them of useful 
Knowledge, and of religious and moral Im. 
provement ; and in furtherance of the above 
Objects, sufficient Facilities ought to be af. 
forded by Law to Persons desirous of going 
to and remaining in India, for the Purpose 
of accomplishing those benevolent Designs, 
so as the Authority of the Local Gòvernments 
respecting the Intercouse of Europeans with 
the Interior of the Country be preserved, and 
the Principles of the British Government, on 
which the Natives of Zndia have hitherto 
relied for the free Exercise of their Religion, 
be inviolably maintained : And whereas it is 
expedient to make Provision for granting 
Permission to Persons desirous of going to 
and remaïning in India for the above Pur. 
poses, and also to Persons desirous of going 
to and remaining there for other lawful Par. 
poses; be it therefore enacted, That when 
and as often asany Application shall be made 
ta the said Court of Directors, for or on 
Behalf of any Person or Persons desirous of 
proceeding to the East Indies for Permission 
go to do, the said Court shall, unless they 
shalt think fit to comply therewith, transmit 
every such Application within One Month 
from the Reccipt thereof to the said Board of 
Commissioners for the Affairs of India ; and 
in case the said Commissioners shall not see 
any sùficient Objection thereto, it shall and 
may be lawful for the said Commissioners to 
direct that such Person or Persons shall, at 
his or their ‘own special Charge, be permitted 
to proceed to any of the said princtpal Settle. 
ments of the said Company, and that such 
Person or Persons shall be furnished by. the 
said Court of Directors, with a Certifcate or 
Certificates, according to such Form as the 
said Commissioners shall prescribe, signifying 
that such Person or Persons hath or have 
so proceeded with the Cognizance and under. 
the Sanction of the said Court of Directors; 
and that all such Certificates shall entitle the 
Persons obtaining the same so long as they 
shall properly conduct themselves, to the 
Countenance and Protection of the several 
Governments of the said Company in the 
East Indies and Parts aforesaid, in thcir 
vespective Pursuits, subject to all such Pro. 
visions and Restrictions as are now in force, 
or may hereafter be judged necessary, with 
regard to Persons residing in India. . 

XXXIV. Provided always, That nothing 
herein eontained shall extend or be construed 
to extend to restrict or prohibit the said 
Court of Directors from offering such Repre.
